Background 

In April, the LAUSD Board passed a resolution introduced by Kelly Gonez and co-sponsored by Nick 
Melvoin to establish a School Performance Framework (SPF) to evaluate all schools, including charter 
schools, on an annual basis in the following domains: academics, socio-emotional, school 
climate/culture. The Board intends this tool to help evaluate the performance of schools—including as a 
part of charter renewal—and to help inform parent choice, with academics being the most critical 
domain. 

The District staff has conducting working group meetings, starting in last August with the final meeting 
scheduled for Nov 29, to establish consensus around key ideas. The process has been poorly organized, 
and many questions remain unanswered. Flowever, we do know the framework below is close to what 
we expect staff to present to the Board December 11. Based on the final draft framework, we will 
consider activating our community in advance of and at the December 11 meeting. 

Because the resolution was passed in April, there is no need for the Board members to formally vote on 
a final SPF. Following the December Board meeting, staff will adjust the framework based on additional 
Board and stakeholder feedback. Our Board allies have promised us a direct voice in this process. It is 
during this period that we believe LAAC member leadership through direct conversations with Board 
members will be most critical.
